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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The instant application is a national stage entry of PCT/JP05/04565, filed 1 5 March 2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. I2I and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 1 3. 1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) I -9, I 3-3 1, 34, drawn to a compound of formula (I) in which variable R 3 is pyridine, a 
composition comprising the same, and a method of using the same. 

Group II, claim(s) I -8, 1 0- 1 I , I 3-3 1 , 34, drawn to a compound of formula (I) in which variable R 3 is 
phenyl, a composition comprising the same, and a method of using the same. 

Group III, claim(s) I -7, 1 3-3 1, 34, drawn to a compound of formula (I) in which variable R 3 is 
morpholine, a composition comprising the same, and a method of using the same. 

Group IV, claim(s) I -8, I 3-3 1 , 34, drawn to a compound of formula (I) in which variable R 3 is thiophene, 
a composition comprising the same, and a method of using the same. 

Group V, claim(s) I -8, I 3-3 1 , 34, drawn to a compound of formula (I) in which variable R 3 is 2, 1 ,3- 
benzoxadiazole, a composition comprising the same, and a method of using the same. 

Group VI, claim(s) I -8, 1 2-3 1 , 34, drawn to a compound of formula (I) in which variable R 3 is pyran or 
3,6-dihydro-2H-pyran, a composition comprising the same, and a method of using the same. 

Group VII, claim(s) I -7, 1 2, 3 1 , 34, drawn to a compound of formula (I) in which variable R 3 is 
cyclohexane or cyclohexene, a composition comprising the same, and a method of using the same. 

Group VIII, claim(s) I -8, 10, I 3-3 1, 34, drawn to a compound of formula (I) in which variable R 3 is an 
aryl group, a heteroaromatic group, a cycloalkyl group, a cycloalkenyl group, or an alicyclic heterocyclic 
group (each of which is unsubstituted or substituted), a composition comprising the same, and a method 
of using the same (a compound of this group is not embraced by any one of groups l-VII). 

3. The inventions listed as Groups l-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule I 3. 1 because, under PCT Rule 1 3.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: formula (I) lacks a significant structural element because variable R 3 
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varies wildly depending on the specific ring system. In an analysis of formula (I), there are at least 2 1 (a 
small count of aryl or heteroaryl monocyclic rings) times 2 (variable R 6 substituents) times 7 (distinct 
combinations of NR'R 2 ), for a total of 294 combinations. Following this reasoning, there is no special 
technical feature. Further restriction may be necessary. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.
